Wltliont nulls, crews or bolts the 


Ingenious natives of Anurn, u country 
lyiiij? -south of China within tbu FienclJ 
protectorate, urc able to build strong, 
light boat*. Home of them of I urge size, 
containing no metal ot any kind, says 
Popular Mechanics. Their suinpnus. as 
the native boats are called, are made 
of five planks Joined together without 
curving or tho Use of i ibs I'roui one end 
to the other. The planks used are 
pierced at Intervals of about ci^ht 
inches at points directly opposite each 
other. These perforations form mor- 
tises In the shape of double eyelets, 
through which rattan ropes are passed, 
tightly binding them together. The 
joints are calked with tegetuble fiber. 
and over these joinus arc laid short 
lengths of board, lapping over one mi- 
other. These act as stlffeners. strongly 
re-enforcing the boat from end to end 
aud making it water tight.

class of wise men who, on occasion can change their minds and 
change them quickly. The occasion, says The Philadelphia North 
American, was the annual banquet of group No. 1 of the state bank- 
ers' association. More than GOO men Avero present; and it was re- 
marked by a newspaper statistician, who apparently measures the 
importance of a gathering by the annmnt of other people's money 
its members control, that they "represented" at least $4,000,000,000.
